Paris Sewage 
Need Outlined 


An analysis of the sew age situa­ 
tion in Paris and tha expediency 
of the bond election for an im­ 
proved system is made public by 
the mayor and city council a*> 
follows: 
To the Citizens of Pari;:; 
Our city records show that the 
first sewer system in Paris was 
constructed by N. H. Ragland and 
W. C. DeftH in 1894, under a fran­ 
chise granted by the city, 
tt, was 
paid for by citizens who desired 
connections, and after being oper­ 
ated by the gentlemen construct­ 
ing same for a state! period be­ 
came property of the c.ty. 
These 
gentlemen corn tructed additional 
lines covering different portions of 
the city und'T the same plan anu 
practically constructed nil of the 
system 
until 
1905. 
A sewerage 
farm located near present couth 
bide disposal plant wa» in use as 
i disposal plant. 
In 1905, $12.- 
jOO.OO sewerage bonds were voted, 
and in 1912 $l5,00u.000 were also 
voted, and 
expended in 
laying 
main sewer line and constructing 
two septic tanks to 
dispose 
of 
lewago from northern and south­ 
ern portions of the city, respect­ 
ively. 
In 1915 or 1916, the sep­ 
tic tanks 
were remodeled 
and 
changed 
for use as au activated 
sludge disposal plant. 
In 1919, 
the disposal plants could not take 
<are of the » wage being emptied 
into them and a large percentage 
was 
by-passed 
into ere« ks. 
In 
that y ea r $50,000.00 of bonds were 
voted to enlarge and put plants 
uto efficient condition. 
However, 
no money was spent in enlarging 
'.antB or re-conditionig same but 
t was all expended in laying addi­ 
tional Etwer lines. 
We have now 
41.18 miles of s* wcr lines, 32.68 
miles drain Into eouth side dis­ 
posal plant and 8. > miles dialn 
into north side 
disposal 
plant, 
which also takes care of all of 
sewage from the dry closets. Paris 
has issued, all told, to pay for this 
fy . ill $87.500.00 of bonds. 
When the present administra­ 
tion took charge in April neither 
plant was functioning; they had 
not been cleaned for more than a 
j '»r, and apparatus 
and 
equip­ 
ment were practically worthless. 
Nearly all of the raw sewage was 
bciug by-paseed 
Into the creeks. 
We a rt btTT? TA'jte->ing and Will 
nave to continue to d<> so until a 
new plant 1« 
constructed. 
Per­ 
sonally, we know what a deplor­ 
able condition our system is in, be­ 
ing practically 
without disposal 
plants, we are threatened by th«* 
Pate with fims and penalties for 
pollution of streams and violation 
of health regulation*, and by prop­ 
erty owner with suits for damages 
to private property. 
Wo 
have 
done our best to advise you of 
exact condition» confronting vou 
is citizens of Paris and d» raanding 
action on your part. We have per- 
'ormed our duty in calling the 
• lection and affording you an op­ 
portunity to vote on this matter. 
Personally, wo 
know little 
or 
nothing

when low-hanging fog forced It to 
land three miles from the Mid­ 
land airport this afternoon on itz 
flight to the Atlantic coast. 
« lear skies and high 
vislbllit 
that bad favored the ship on its 
500 mile hop from 
Tucson thin 
morning gave way to low hanging 
clouds with fringes of fog about 90 
miles west of Midland. 
Finally Captain Ira Baker de­ 
cided to play safe and utilized a 
natural landing 
fteld 
which ho 
saw through a rift in the fog. The 
ship touched the ground perfectly 
and taxied forward with the mist 
tugging at the brake. 
The plane 
finally came to rest live feet west 
of a tall gate, the top of which 
was just, cleared by one wing. 
Major statz, Eaker and Adam­ 
son, attached to the office of tho 
assistant secretary of war. F. Tru- 
bee Davison stepped out of tho 
cabin and just as they did so the 
fog lift' <i 
sufficiently to 
reveal 
the hangars of the 
Midland air­ 
port, lc»i than three miles away. 
After surveying the field. Cap­ 
tain Eaker decided that there was 
sufficient room for tho takeoff and 
the Question 
Mark 
flew to the 
Midland airport. 
As soon as ho landed 
Captain 
Eaker started for San Angelo by 
auto to attend the funeral of hi® 
mother, who died yesterday at her 
home at JJden, Texas.
